Plants of late celery, late cabbage, 
and cauliflower are commonly set dur- 
ing the first two weeks in July.’ 

A good distance for planting the late 
large growing varieties of cabbage and 
cauliflower is 244 by 334 feet: 

The soil should be moist and well - 
prepared for planting, otherwise trans- ; : 
planting from the seed bed -into the: --~-- -..... 
garden or field may-not be successful 
unless the plants | are carefully “water- 
ed in.” ' : 

White or light colored stalks of celery 
are secured by Blanching,: Which ° con- 
sists of growing the plants in darkness 
so that the coloring matter of the stem 
is destroyed. Blanching also makes 
the stalks more crisp and tender and 
improves the quality. 

Early celery is-most- easily ‘planctred— veencny 
by setting up boards abont.12 inches ; 
wide against the plants: each side of 
the row. On a smail scale in the home’ 
+ garden each individual plant may be 
carefully wrapped by hand with good 
heavy paper. The blanching operation 
usually requires about 2 or 3 weeks. ©
